TJiirly years ago the government 
had a housing problem, thousinds 
of people had to be housed in a 
hurry. Tile manptjwei of the budd¬ 
ing imcle was mnbiliicd and whole 
townships of accom modal ion were 
built, in many coks individual housesi 
of a'high standard. Where this was 
not contiidered manslonf were ex¬ 
propriated and the homeless, were 
^located living space. The question 
of cost or of subsidies dkl not arise. 
There wa$ a prohlcin and it was 
Kiiv^ by the quickest medtod. Thirty

BctmaTi'* book 1» a relarively cheap 
piipeiback contalntng hundred* of brief 
quotaifon*, mainly from some of the 
classic anarchist wriicni, rethef carclesfly 
arranged by subject, with n poof profmx, 
a few biographleal nniia. and a summary 
bibliography.

Almost all the material in Vhe book 
U already available in English, though 
some has heen translated from French.

&lfpis as calling Makhno'* fottowers 
“Mnkhuoriiit' rather and AfaJtlmotTxy or 
remarking that 'iherc are no worlot in 
EngUah devoted exclusively to Spanish 
Anarehimri. So this book doesn't olter 
much thai U newt the question is whether 
it offcT* it in a useful form. 

A coltedion of quolaiioTts from thU 
group of anarebisi writefB certainly give* 
an impressiofi of Ihoir idea* in a fairly 
painles.* way, bul II isn't certain Thai 
tbit is the bcii way of dotrig *o. Wc 
are given only a sentence or two at % 
time, followed by the name of ibe 
author and work, wilb a date (froJiuently 
tncorrect).
